moned by the Kaiser, met In Brus-

sels yesterday, said a dispatch from

Amsterdam today. ,

The Imperial command has already

been flashed up and down the Ger-

man front and today's dispatches
(

from Flanders told of savage German
counter attacks, terrific pounding of

British lines by artillery and hand to
hand fighting of a ferocity unequalled ,

even in the battlos of the Somme.
Thruout last night the region north

east of Ypres was a scene of bloody

slaughter. Hurled back In repeated
counter attacks during the day, the
Germans renewed the battle at dusk.
They came charging out thru a lea of

mud, stumbling thru great shell cra
ters half filled with water, pushing,
fighting desperately on only to meet
disaster under the galling lire of Brit
ish guns. .,. . ,

In nearly every Instance the charg-

ing Teutons were cut down before
they were half way to the British
lines. In rare cases thfty ran onto
tho British trenches only" to ,te
slaughtered by the Scottish troops,
who repulsed one attack after an-

other.
At dawn today hundreds of German

dead, the gray uniforms coated with
mud, lay before the British positions.

The full fury of the German at-

tacks fell against the newly won Brit-

ish positions south of Frezenburg.
The Teutons emerged from strong
positions along a highway leading trf

the YpreB-RouIer- s railway and at
tempted time and again to take the
British positions by storm.

German prisoners brought in dur
ing the night, hollow-eyed- , hungry
Hnd suffering severely from exposure
in the 4S hours storm, said that the
full Importance of the allied drive In

Flanders was roalizod by every sol

dier along the German front. There
were rumors along the German front
that huge bodies of reserves were be-

ing hurried up, some of them coming
from the eastern front, they said.

U. S. Troops In England.

London, Aug. 3. American troops
are to march thru London streets with"

flags flying and bands playing In the
near future, the Dally Express de-

clared today. It will be the first time
since the landing of William III that
soldiers of a foreign country have
been permitted to march tn England,
carrying arms and a foreign flag.

The Daily Mail points out that the
presence of Ameriacn troops on Eng

lish soil is no longer a secret since
the fact that King George inspected
the Americans was published a few

days ago. The Mall demands that tho

English people therefore be given an
opportunity to give the American sol-

diers a fitting welcome to Europe.

Germans Break Thru Lines.

London, Aug. 3. In violent fighting

In the Monchy sector in Flanders last
night the Germans succeeded in pen-

etrating British positions during a

powerful counter attack, it was of

ficially announced by the war office

today.
The Germans attacked on a half-mil-

front, following a terrific bom-

bardment. They captured (portions

of Hriilsh trenches in heavy lighting

but the British returned lo the at-

tack and recaptured part, of the lost

positions.

Wants to Avenie Crimes.

When a former resident of Alsace- -

Lorraine and a Frenchman were
called for examination by the local
examination board here yesterday af
ternoon. he wept as he related the
story of the tragic deaths that befell
members of his family due to the ter-
rible oppression and cruelty of the
German army.

The man left France shortly before
the outbreak of the war. , Ills father
was called Into service and killed,
fighting "somewhere in France."
When the Germans started, their drive
over France, his mother fled to Mar-

seilles, leaving their HHe farm and
everything they owned to be tramp
led over, by the German soldiers'.

His sister's' husband was killed at
the battle of Nauvan. and she taken
prisoner. Later' when the Germans
evacuatM the city his Bister was tak
en along as a prisoner of the German
army. His mother is In oMre circum
stances and will probably die, before
the war Is over.

This man Is going back tofight
fight under the flag of the U. S. A.
for liberty, freedom and justice.

Wants Other War Than Wife's.

"If It's between llvin' with this yere
woman and fightln' them Germans,
for God's sake. boss, send me to
France on the first boa- t- and boss, I

don't want no round trip ticket, no
slree, not me," thus exclaimed a ne-

gro yesterday afternoon when called
for examination by the board.

Tho colored gentlemen was shy In

coming up for examination and At-

torney Strawn, noticing his predica-
ment, called upon him to come before
the medics.

When the physicians started exam
ining him the negro said: "Boss, I

don't know a thing wrong with me,
and If there is, for God's sake don't
find It out, 'cause if it's between llvin'
with that woman of mine and flghtif.',
Ah wants ta go to France on the first
ship."

Tho negro passed examination all
right, and will more than likely bo
trained for war service.

Later in the day Dr. Hatheway met
Rastus and wife on the street
and asking the negro's wife what sho
thought of her husband going to war,
she said: "Oh, that's all right. I's
born cooking up here at a camp and
a feedin' this man; I guess I can care
for myself when he's gone."

citizen. He then said, "Where can I

do that?" He was told to go to tlm
office of tho circuit clerk, John W'ltze-man- .

lie was accompanied to the of-

fice by one of the members of Com-

pany C where he took, out his first
papers declaring his Intentions of be-

coming a citizen of the United States.

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OBJECTORS ASK AND ARE GRANT

ED MORE TIME IN WHICH TO

LOOK UP POINT8 IN LAW BE

FORE TAKING CA8E "TA BAT.

Objections to the petitions to re
call the present form of government
in Ottawa, were not heard before
Judge Mayo this morning as sched-

uled. The case was continued until
Tuesday morning at H) o'clock at
which time another attempt will be
made to thresh out the Issues raised
by members of the city council, as cit-
izens, against the legality of tho pe-
titions filed with City Clerk Curtis de-
manding a vote on the question of
whether the city should return to the
old aldernianic form or continue with
Its present, government.

City Attorney Clark, representing
the objectors, was responsible for the
continuance being had today. Mr.
Clark announced that there were
some points In law that had to be
Itrtiked up More he would be all set
to preceed with the contest. He an-
nounced that amendments added to
the law made It. necessary for hint to
post himself upon the requirements
In these amendments and he asked for
enough time in which to acquaint
himself with the changes In the law.

Attorney J. J. Conway, representing
the petition signers, protested against
further delay the grounds that he
and a score of more witnesses called
into court were prepared to go to
trial at onco. He finally consented to
a delay.

During the arguments Mr. Conway
raised the question of Judge Mayo's
jurisdiction, but was promptly over
ruled by the court, who held that It
did have jurisdiction over the case
and was entitled by law to proceed
with the trial of it. Mr. Conway In his
arguments sought to have the peti-
tion referred back to the city clerk
on the grounds that Individuals had
no lawful right to object to the peti- -

tion as citizens and voters Judge
Mayo also overruled thlstobjectlon.

After about, threo-quartcr- s of an
hour of argument In which Mr, Con-
way and Mr. Clark cleared decks for
legal battle and contested each oth-

ers motions, it was finally dnctded to
let the matter go over until Tues
day.

All those who circulated the peti-
tions t'iru tho city and obtained sig-

natures to them, were on hand to
testify to the authenticity of the docu-
ments In an effort to break down the
objectors' allegations 'that tnany of
the petitions were written In the same
handwriting.

The city Iiiib raised a score of ob
jections against, tho petitions, and If

thoy are proven as alleged It will be
necessary for Judge Mayo to throw
them out. and that the antl-cominl-

slon form workers go thru the trouble
of the petitions for
signatures.

Legal authorities contend that
should Judge Mayo decide In favor of

By night it is expected the
last of the men will have been thru
the severe gruelling thai goes with
the physical tests. Tomorrow the ex-

amining doctors will be busy making
out their reports and Monday they
will leave for Aurora to continue their
work.

Are Given Serum.
Soldier boys who are having their

first fling at the antityphoid serum
are finding their experience not so
bad as old warriors have pictured.
Ono or two of them turned white and
threatened to collapte, but beyond
threatening held up well, and this
afternoon, aside from sore arms, are
not complaining. Only the recruits!
are being given this treatment. The
men who saw service on the bonier
have already been Innoculnted awanist in
typhoid, the litnoc ulalion holding to
good for several years before a second
dose Is administered.

In the general examination forty-seve-

were rejected by the examining
physicians. On by Dr.
T. Wr. Burrows, seven in this number
were found to be fit for military serv
ice.

In a few intsances some did not re
spond hk examination but their rea
sons for not reporting were explained
to the board.

Today's host of young men who are
taking tho tests are a fine looking ag-

gregation of American manhood. To-dat- e

there has not. been one exam-

ined who will admit of exemption
claim unless his is a valid one. To a

man tho sentiment seems to be "I
want to do my bit."

One applicant for admission Into

the new army refused to give a de-

pendent wife as an exemption reason
because lie believed he should go to
the front Just as the others, and If he
did claim exemption, the brunt of the
burden would be placed upon some-

one else's shoulders when he himself
should serve.
